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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the arguments provided on December 20, 201 0 
have been considered but still do not appear to set forth any portion of the Cochran reference that specifically excludes that the gas 
moves in the system. Upon further consideration of these arguments and closer review of the claim language it is noted that at this time 
there is no specific language as to where the gas is vented or where it enters, and in Cochran the hose 82 can be considered the vent for 
the gases and at least at some point inherently the gas must flow through this vent, and inherently any leakage gases will have to be 
entrained by the inert gas. With no specific language on where the gas is inserted or vented out of the system, one section of Cochran is 
considered to at least inherently meet the claim language with regards to flow and entrainment, and with no suggestion to the contrary it 
would appear that in order for the detection to occur that some flow would exist in the system, at least in an over pressure situation, as 
such is old and known in the art. At this time the arguments do not overcome the rejection of record for the reasons set forth in the prior 
office action and the interview of December 16, 2010, which was discussed by applicant in the summary of the interview filed with the 
above arguments. 
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
